A TRIBUTE To ENaLisn Law. 


The arrangement of a mass of notes 
at hand, and rapidly accumulating in 
the course of even a hasty research 
seems to fall into a certain order. The 
pedigree of the leading families in de- 
tail down to 1710, the time of the sep- 
aration between the North and South 
Parishes, gives the third genaration a 
good start, and brings the hereditary 
idiosyncrasies of our old yeoman stock, 
still well marked among us “stay-at- 
bomes, thanks to intermarriages. 

Founding of families was the busi- 
ness of the first 50 years and a most ex- 
acting line of study it is with many 
necessary delays, The second period 
to 1745 was devoted to the building of 
towns in New England, a work that in- 
fluenced our country’s future for good, 
for it kept us together in New England 
till we were so well worked over, that 
we have been carrying New England 
town life all over the world ever since. 
God did bless our commonwealths! 
The community first, self last. 

The war period from 1745 to 1812 
ound us standing up like strong men 
with our neighbors on the Atlantic, 
and then bursting out over the 
prairies and the Great Divide to possess 
the whole land, even that corner saved 
from the Hudson Bay land pirates by 
missionary Barrows’ mule’s ears. 

The Colonial War and Revolutionary 
tales and romances are collecting with 
many a loving tribute for the old moth- 
er town. And now, 250 years since 
John Woodbridge led his little swarm 
of truth seekers into the wilderness, 
having come to a time whena book, 
written by an Andover missionary, has 
turned the eyes of the great family of 
nations to the treachery dealt to a de- 
fenceless people by its ruler; when we 
see, in the midst of that mob of bar- 
barians paid to torture, our Andover 
trained men and women, brave be- 
yond ourappreciation, choosing to stand 
by the docmed whom all else have for- 
saken, who can help feeling an awful 
contempt for the politicians of Europe 
who must wait for a society for the 
prevention of cruelty to subjects to be 
formed before lifting a finger? Some 
day we may draw our reckoning merid- 
ian around the world through the spot, 
among the breakers of Cape Cod, where 
the Mayflower men hid a seed in the 
First Written Constitution,” Having 
undertaken for the glory of God and 
advancement of the Christian faith and 
the honor of our King and country a 
voyage to plant the first colony —we 
combine for the furtherance of the ends 
aforesaid—to frame just and equal laws 
for the general good. Then 23 years 
a‘ter that federation of our first town, 
just as Charles began his fight with 
Parliament, Massachusetts with 15000 
inhabitants in thirty towns, Plymouth 
with 3000 in eight towns, Connecticut 
with 3000 in six towns, and New Haven 
with 2500 in five towns, leagued for 
mutual defence, our first standing army 
being 150 men of Massachusetts, 
30 each for Plymouth and Connecticut, 
and 25 for New Haven. The commu- 
nity first, self last, was a polity that 


worked so well that the adventurers of 
New Hampshire and the fishers of 
„Down East” with the penal settle- 
ment“ around Narragansett Bay soon 
crept under our wings. 
When Cromwell turned his eye on 
us and invited us to go o, Jamacia, we 
had already learned how 10 legally pro- 
crastinate and lay bills on the table” 
and were saved fora larger fate. 
There was a graduate of old Cam- 
bridge law schools in 1603, an emigrant 


and pastor at Ipswich in 1639, a friend 


of Winthrop, and when he asked for 
Haverhill and Andover he got it in 
spite of Vane's schemes, thereby rav- 
ing us from becoming a suburb of Box- 
ford. When Massachusetts needed a 
common code for its towns, they all 
talked and maneuvered and procras- 
tinated in true English and inter- 
national fashion, until Nathaniel Ward, 
our Cochickewick father, who had the 
English law by heart, suited them with 
he Body of Liberties” our first one 
hundred statutes. This is the little ball 
we began to roll up. No man’s life 
shall be taken away; no man’s honor 
or good name shall be stained; no 
man’s person shall be arrested, re- 
strained, banished, dismembered, nor 
anyways punished; no man shall be de- 
prived of his wife or chiidren; no man's 
goods or estate shall be taken away, 
hor any way endangered under ‘color of 
law, or countenance of authority, unless 
it be by virtue or equity of some ex 
press law of the country warranting 
the same, established by the General 
Court and sufficiently published, or in 
case of the defect of the law, in any 
particular case, by the word of God; 
and in capital cases or in cases concern- 
ing dismembering cr banishment, ac- 
cording to that word, to be judged by 
the General Court.“ Ward knew what 
English law was, and can Andover’s 
missionaries do less than to ask such a 
code for the oppressed among all peo- 
ple, can Massachusetts stand by any 
other national policy, or can this mis- 
sionary nation with a call toa spiritual 
supremacy made imperative by the 
boundless resources poured into our 
treasury, leaving us free for such work, 
law making for nations, do better than 
to urge Wade's code upon the federa- 
tion of nations?

Piaintify Studied at Harvard. 

Mr. Biddell, who obtained his majority 
last October, came to Cambridge in March, 
1804, and took a special course ‘of study 
under the tutorage of Chancellor, who was 
a student in the law school. In October 
Biddell went to Philadelphia, and was 
soon followed by Chancellor, who found a 
position as teacher in a private school. 
Biddell made out notes amounting to 
$75,000, of which he afterward obtained 

on. 

In his bill, Biddell claims that the de- 
fendant, by attention and apparent kind- 
ness, gained his confidence and induced 
him to make plans for entering into busi- 
ness with him after Biddell attained his 
majority. Biddell, therefore, withdrew 
from all relations with Chancellor, and 
heard nothing from him until December, 
1895, when Chancellor sent him a letter, 
informing him that he held certain notes 
of Biddeil’s for $25,000. In this letter 
Chancellor admitted that they were 
signed by a minor, but that certain banks 
in Nebraska and New York were ready to 
take the notes. 

Doesn’t Remember Giving Notes. 
In his bill Biddell states that to the best 
of his recollection no such notes were ever 
given by him.

A Dastardly Assault by Highwaymen. 


Edmund A. Gunther, who is employed 
as “third hand” in the card room at 
Stevens Mill, was returning from a visit 
to the parish about 7 o’clock, Sunday 
evening, and passed through Pleasant 
Street on his way to the boarding house 
kept by Edson Groesbeck, at Stevens 
Village. Just above the home of J. N. 
Meserve in a dark and lonesome portion 
of the road he observed three persons sit- 
ting upon a section of a rail fence on his 
right hand. He took a step or two for- 
ward and was about to pass quite near 
them when they jumped to the ground 
and stood in front of bim and the man in 
the centre ordered him to hold up his 
hands. Thinking that the trio were per- 
sons who knew him and were trying to 
play a practical joke, he said, ‘‘What 
for?” 

The man who first accosted him then 
raised what appeared to be a sand bag and 
attempted to assail Gunther, and at the 
same time the man on the left, or nearest 
the meadow, fired a shot from a revolver 
which struck and ploughed through the 
flesh over one of the knee caps. The 
third ruffian, who was nearest the Russell 
field, then fired a shot which lodged in 
the right leg near the ankle and in quick 
succession a second shot which pierced 
Gunther’s overcoat, coat and vest and 
was deflected by the buckle of his sus- 
pender and lodged in the coat lining. 
The force of the last shot bruised the 
flesh of the right breast. and caused sc- 
vere pain, i 


In the meantime, Mr. Gunther struck 
felled him to the ground, and upon see 
ing their pal stretched in the mud, the 
two villians fled, soon ‘ollowed by the 
third. Mr. Gunther started to return ‘to 
the parish, and met two men named 


and neighbors. He returied to them af- 
ter they passed by and tol m that he 
had been shot. ag ae 


They then assisted him to the house of 
Mr. Meserve and Mr. Gilman summoned 
Dr. Morrill who soon arrived and probed - 
for the ball in the ankle but without suc- 
cess. The wounds were dressed tempo- 
rarily and the injured man was taken 
home. Chief of Police Robinson was als 
notified and about 8 o’clock a portion of 
the force, Officers: George I. Smith and 
Coan were seeking a clue, while others 
were apparently guarding the premises 
where the injured man was. ? 

George Wooley was probably the first 
person to give any valuable imformation 
as tothe actual direction that the vil- 
lians had taken in their flight. About 
twenty minutes after the scene, he was 
met on Davis Street by Officer Coan and 
Mr. Meserve and stated that three men 
had jumped the wall of the Russell field 
on Main Street a few minutes before and 
crossed over to the pines in the Stevens’ 
field. The two men in pursuit drove 
rapidly to Elm, Parker and Lawrence 
Streets, to the Centre and then to Par- 
ker Street where they met Chief Robin- 
son and Officer Leighton near the Stev- 
ens’ barn. A return was made to the place 
of trouble. After committing the deed 
the trio leaped the rail fence near the 
culvert about half way between Nason’s 
corner and Mr. Meserve’s, and ran across 
the ploughed field, east of the big elm in 
the Russell field to Main Street. In the 
morning Chief Robinson, Mr. Fernandes, 
Mr. Greene and Mr. Harris traced’ them 
through the territory before mentioned, 
through Greene Street to the old road at 
the left of the Riding Park, to the Bos- 
ton & Maine track to Kelly’s slaughter 
Louse-in Frye Village. Early that morn- 
ing it was said that section men in the 
vicinity saw aman go to a brook near 
the railroad, wash his coat and after- 
wards walk along the track.toward Law- 
rence, with two companions. 

Monday, Chief of Police Mears of An- 
dover, held George Kennedy, 26 years old, 
a lodger of the Almshouse, on suspicion, 
but when he was taken before Mr. Gun- 
ther in the afternoon by our officers, 
he was not identified in any particular 
by the injured man. However, he was 
held by Chief Robinson, and in court 
Tuesday morning, before Judge Frye, 
the government could not, or at least did 
not, present any evidence and asked a 
continuation of the examination. Bail 
was fixed at $2,500 in default of which 
Kennedy was committed to the house of 
correction at Lawrence, until Wednes- 
day afternoon, Jan 1, at 2 o'clock. 

It is the general opinion that the man 
is not the one wanted. Certain mem- 
bers of the local force have expressed an 
opinion that the villiany was the work of 
local talent. * 3 

George W. Tucker, the well-known res- 
dent of the Farnham district, is entirely 
innocent of any attempt at being held 
up” ina lonely spot near his home, Mon- 
day morning The story being probably 
a jump at conclusions. Officer Coan, how- 
ever, says that about 10 o’clock, Monday 
morning, a man giving the name of Geo. 
B. Tucker, probably a resident of Ando- 
ver, was stopped by three men near the 
residence of Rawson Starret, between 
4.30 and 5 o’clock Monday morning, and 
asked fora drink of milk, but finding 
there was none the men passed on 

No threats were made, he saw no re- 
volver brandished, and did not know that 
any shots were fired at him, they did not 
offer to drag him from the wagon. The 
shots that he heard were fired sometime 
after all parties concerned in the inter- 
view had departed from the scene. Mr. 
Tucker gave no description of the men, 
and said to Officer Coan that he would 
be unable to identify them if he should 
meet them face to face.
